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ABSTRACT 

The Kearney state College (Nebraska) drug-free campus 
program description details standards of conduct for employees and 
students regarding alcohol and drugs as well as applicable legal 
sanctions under federal, state and local law with regard to 
possession and distribution. These scatutes are described and 
identified by number and further illustrated in four charts which 
itemize: federal trafficking penalties, federal trafficking penalties 
for marijuana, and Nebraska state Law provisions for illicit drugs, 
and state law regarding ansOxjlic steroids, marijuana and others. 
Descriptions of the nealth risks associated with the use of illicit 
drugs and the abuse of alcohol including a chart of the uses the 
effects of 29 drugs and drug categories are also provided. Available 
drug and alcohol counseling, treatment or rehabilitation programs are 
noted and possible disciplinary sanctions for violations are 
enumerated for students (including probation, relocation, eviction, 
and suspension) and employees (referral, participation in a 
rehabilitation program, disciplinary action up to possible 
termination of employment).

It is a violation of Nebraska law to knowingly, intentionally

SELECTED NEBRASKA ALCOHOL 
OFFENSES 

MINOR IN POSSESSION: 



It is against the law for a person under the age of 21 years to 
possess alooboL Neb. Rev. Stat «• 53-108.02 (Reissue 1988). 
Violation of this law is ptmlshabie hy 3 months imprisonment, or 
$500 fine, or both. Aspaitof aentencingaludee may onleran 
offender to become part of a public wmk detail under the 
simervision of (he County Sheri£f tor not nxn than 10 days in li^ 
oTthe above penalties. 

PROCURING ALCOHOL: 

It is a violation of Nebraska law to sell, give away, dispose of, 
exchange, or deliver, or pennit the sate, gift or procuring of any 
alcohouc liquors tocfftm any minor or to any person who is 
menully incompetent Neb. Rev. Stat ~ 53-180 (Reissne 1988). 
Violation of this law is jpuniiihable by not more than 1 year 
imprisonmem, or $ 1 ,000 fine;, or both. 

CONSUMPTION ON PUBLIC PROPERTY: 

It is a violation of Nebraska law for any person to consume 
alcf^ic Uqtxn in the publk stree&i, alteys, parking areas, roads 
or highways, or inside vehicles white i4Kin the puUic streets, 
alteys, paiidng areas, roads or highways; or upon propetty owned 
by the sttte or any governmental subdivision thereof, unless 
authorized by the ^venting bodies having jurisdiction over such 
properties. Neb. I&v. Stat • 53-186 (Rei»ue 1988). A violatkm 
of this statute is punishabte on the first offense by a minimum fine 
of $100. or a maximum fine of $500. A second offense is 
punishable by 6 months imprisonment, or $1,000 fine, or both. 

DRIVING WHILE INTOXICATED: 

Driving while under the influence (tf intoxicating Uouors or dnigs 
is a violation of Nebraska law. Neb. Rev. Stat -19-669.07(1) 

g Reissue 1988), Violation of this law is punishable on first (^ense 
y not more than 30 days, not less tttan 7 ^s imprisonment and 
not more than $500 fine but not less than $2(X) fine. Inaddkion, 
an offender's drivers license is revoked for 6 months and the 
offender is ordered noc to drive any motor vehicte for any purpose 
for a like period. Suspended sentence of mobation includes 
msndatoiy roQuiremett tlut jkobaikm or suqwnsiott be condido^ 
on order that offender will not drive any motor vdiide for any 
purpose for sixty days. 

Penalties for second offense result in a mandatory thirty days 
unprisonment and $500 fine. As pait of the judgment of oonvictiott 
the offender is ordered not to drive any motor vehicte for any 
purpose for a period of one year and the offender's operator's 
license IS revoked for a like period. If an offender is placed on 
probation or the sentence is suspended, one of the mandatoiy 
conditions of probation or sentence suspension is that the offender 
must be ordeted not to drive any motor vehtete in the state for any 
purpose for a period of six mondis, and the probatkm order shall 
include as one of its conditions confinemem in the city or county 
jail for focty-ei|^t hours. 



Thiid or subsequent oonvictioos result in not more than six naont 
imprisonment, not less than three months iraprisooment am 
mandatory SSOO fine iiM;anUecs of the teogo of confineme 
inqiosed. Offenders in thu class may noc drive any motor vehic

Local laws may also make it a crime to operate a motor vehic 
under the influence of ateohol or to (xwnmu certain ar«s involvi 
die coosumptioo or possession of alcoht^ e.g. "op 'r *,^raine 
laws.

Alcohol conAunption causes a number of madced changes 
behavior. Even low doses significantly impair the judmnent a 
ooon&iatkm required to drive a car safely, increasing theiikellhc 
that the driver will be involved in an accident LowtonKxten 
doses of atcoh<4 also increase the incidence of a variety 
aggressive acts, including spouse and child abuse. Moderate 
tugn doses of alcohol cause marked impairments in higher meni 
functkMu, severely altering a person's ability to learn a 
remember information. Very nigh doses cause respirato 
depressioo and death. If corabmed widi othor depressants of t 
central nervous system, much k>wer doses of alcohol will produc 
die effects just described. 

Repeated use (tfak;oho( can lead to dependence. Sudden cessad( 
alcohol intake is likely to produce withdrawal symptoo 
including severe anxiety, tremors, hallucinatkxis. and convulsioi 
Alcohol withdrawal can be life-threatening. Long-ter 
cottsumptiwn of huge (quantities of alcohol, particularly wh- 
oombined with poor nutntion. can also lead to pennanent oaniaf 
to vital organs aicb as the brain and the liver. 

MoUms who drink alcohol during pregnancy may give birth 
infants with fetal alcohol syndrome, tnese infants ba 
ineversible physical abnormauties and mental retardatUn. 
addidoo. research indiottes that chiklren of alcohoUc pnnents are 
greater risk dian other youngsters of becoming akxihoUcs.

For administFitors, staff, and £aculty not included in the SCEA 
baigaining unit, one or nKxe of the fiukMving actions nuy be tal^ 

(a) Refisnal to a proper reaowce for evaluation and assessment to 
detennine the lypropriaie treatment for rehabilitation; 

(b) Fvticiptfion hi a dnigvehabilitation program; 

(c) Disc^linary action, up to and including termination of 
empkiiynient and refenraf to proaecttfico. 

For £sculQr included in the SCEA bargaining unit, conviction for 
such offenses may be considered adequate cause for disdidinaiy 
process pcovided in Article XI of Uie Collective Bargaining 
Agreement Violation of this policy may also be considered 
adequate cause for imposition of the disciplinary process and 
rcfenal for prosecution. '

The purpose of a sanction, in addition U) orotecting others, is 
primarily to educate an individual by incrss^smg his/her awareness 
of the consequences of conduct violations and the impoftancse of 
re»oofibi% (0 the CoUege Gooimunity for one's actions.

In some histances, however, the community's need to properiy 
function outweighs the College's ability to so educate an 
individual In such a case, for the benefit of both the student and 
Kearney State College, suspension from the residence halls and /or 
College may result. 

In the event a student violates this policy or is convicted for the 
unhtwful manufacture, distribution, possession for sale of drags
